We recieved very good reports from the seed mts we sent out two 
years ago. Geérmination was good. 

Growing of Crath Carpathians from seed muts is practical as one 
is practically sure of sewuring trees which will preduce good mts. 
Out of more than fifty seedlings we grew from seed mts only one was 
worthless, All of the others would be worth propagating if it was net 
for the fact that some are superior to the others and only the best 
varieties should be propagated by budding or grafting.
